The Lords Spiritual as Well as the 
Lords Temporal Yifforonsly 
Deuouuced, 



Lo.vDON, Feb. 1-1. — Tho coDforonce of the 
Nuktionul Liberal Federation closed to day in 
Portsmouth with a groat public mooting. 
More than 5,000 persona were present. Tho 
prinoipal speeohca wore mudo by 
Sir William Haroourt, olianoollor of 
tho exchequer. He was cheered ro- 
po»tediy. "It has never been more 
needful," he aaid, " that tho Liberals should 
stand shoulder to shoulder, Tho party is 
about to outer a great atrugglo, from which 
it will linally emerge victorious. 
It ia this nation's will to bo 
controlled by tho reproEontatives of 
tho people — not by a chamber re- 
preaenting nothing but a selliBh clusa. I 
especially regret the recent actions of trie 
Bishops. I'opery bus been the chant of tho 
Lords temporal, and 'Amen,' bus been 
the response of the Lords spiritual. 
Lord Siliebury lias thrown down tho gage 
of battle. The Government will not 
shrink from the conflict. It ia the 
buBinofls of the Ijiberala to con- 
vince the Lords that the people will 
not oUow them longer to override tho peo- 
ple's will." This deolaration of war upon 
tho peers was applauded and cheered 
tumultuously, 

Tho Karl of Dudley, who ofTered the 
" contraoting-out " amondmeot of the Em- 
ployers' Liability bill in the House of 
Lords, in epaaking in Crewe this 
evening, referred to the ohange which the 
House of Commons, in the motion of 
Henry Cobb, made last evening ia this 
amendment. It would be oot,of the ques- 
tion, he said, that the Houeo of Lords should 
reeogni/.o an amendment carried by a major- 
ity of only two. 

Tho Daily Mews says : .Sir Williain Har- 
oonrt'a usauranee in his I'ortamouch speech 
that the Government will not endure tho 
dictation of the House of Lorda fully satia- 
fiod hia audience. It will also aatisfy the 
Liberals throughout the country. Ic is the 
peer:.' own fault tlmt they have made them- 
selves imposaible." 

The L'uily ('hroniclo Bays ; " To argue 
wllii tho Lords as though they hud a title to 
discuss their claims with the Commons, ia to 
admit their right of exiatencc. That right, 
however, cannot longer be tolerated. Tho 
time hua como, thanka to Lord Salisbury 
and tho Archbiahop of Canterbury, to 
clc^nso tho constitution of this monstrous 
hereditary body." 



RELATIONS WITH AUSTRALIA. 

IniiiorUint Siieceh by Hon. Mackenzie BowcU 
at Toronto. 

ToRON'TO, Feb. 14. — (Special)— Hon. Mac- 
kenzie BowoU, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce for Cauada, and President Huddart, 
of tho Canadian-Australian steamship 
lino, were banrjuetted by the Canadian 
Manufacturers' Association here this morn- 
ing. Minister liowell, in a speech, urged the 
desirability of the JIannfacturera' Aaacoia- 
tion having a resident repreaeutativo in 
Australia to promote their interests by 
keeping ih'm acquainted with tho var- 
ious artijieo of trade in which 
Canadians would stand the bent chance 
of success. He dwelt on the importance of 
tlio eatahlialiiriont of ii Canadian-.'^uatrul- 
ian steamahi[) litje, and gave intereating 
statistics as io tlie existirg cemmerce be- 
tween the two countrieSi and us to the 
Hues on wbioli trade oould easily be ex- 
tended. 



BRAZIL'S CAPITAL. 



I'eiioto Says the Seat of Government Has Nut 
Seen Bemoved i'roni Bio to 
Fetropolis. 

Wasiiinoton, Feb. 11. — Tho Brazilian 
miniater received cablegrams to-day from 
President Poixoto which said that no im- 
portant changes had taken place at Bio. He 
wished, however, to correct another false 
rumor wbioh was attributed to in- 
surgent aonroes, conveyed| In a dis- 
patch from Lisbon, sayuiK that a 
bill for the provisional removal of the gov- 
ernment from Bio Janeiro to Fetropolis usd 
paBsod its third reading In the Brnzilian 
congresa. " The Brazilian oongress," he 
said, " closed its session on September 26 
last, has not been in session since then and, 
its time having expired, will be con- 
vonod only after the election of the second 
congress, which will take place next 
month. Tho Uovcrnment troops have been 
removed to Petropolis since laat December, 
the loeul Government of the State of Rio do 
Janeiro, tho capital of which, Niothcroy, 
being under the firo of the rebels from the 
breaking out of the rebellion was considered 
unsafe for the ceutre of the administration 
of tho State. Tho Federal Government eon- 
tiuuea in tho Federal district of Tlio de 
Janeiro, aud intends to remain there."

Ottawa, Fob. 1-1.— Dalton McCarthy was 
in error when he stated at Milton the other 
day that an ordcr-in-council had been passed 
appointing Lieutenant-Governor Sohultz for 
a second term in Manitoba. Tho pcsition of 
tho Lieutenttut-Governorahip ia simply that 
no action of the kind ia necessary, as Mr, 
Sohultz holda oflloe until hia successor is ap- 
pointed. 

General regret ia expressed here to-day at 
tho death of Lt,-Govornor Carvoll, P. K. I, 
Flags are flying at half-maat on tho public 
buildinga and the Russell house out of re- 
spect to tho memory of the deceased. 

Sir John Thompson ban received a tele- 
gram from the Premier of Now Zealand 
stating that tho colony will be represented 
at the Ottawa conferonce in June next to 
discuss the Pacific cable scheme. 

The Premier addressed a crowded audi- 
ence to-night under the auspices of the Ot- 
tawa Maodonald olnb. A significant por- 
tion of his speech was the admonition to 
Conservatives to thoroughly organize for the 
coming fight.

The now duty, amounting to 
but forty-one cents per 100 pounds, meaua 
that St. Pierre ia practically u free port for 
tho entry of tobacco, and the significance of 
this, so far US Canada io concerned, lies in 
tho fact that smuggling of tobacco will 
bo quite a profitable enterprise for coasters.

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LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 



Au lutereBtiiiR' i'oiiit of Law Kaiscil 
as to a Public Ollicer's Dis- 
cretionary li'ower. 

A Question of Jurisdiction Raised in 
tiie Admiralty Court- Divisional 
Conrt Business. 



Hon. Mr. Justice Creaee in chambers yes- 
terday gave leave to amend the statement 
of claim in the suit of WoUey v. Lowenberg, 
Harris & Co., by adding another paragraph 
and changing two others, with liberty^ how- 
ever, to the defendants to amend their de- 
fence as they may be advised. The day of 
trial was also fixed for the 19th March ic- 
Btead of 19tb Febtaary. 

The case of the R. V. Rithefc k Co., Ltd., 
against the steamer Barbara Bosoowitz, an 
Admiralty court action to recover the value 
of certaio furs shipped down from the north 
on the^Boaoowitz and alleged to have been 
lost through the negligence of the steamer, 
came up in the Admiralty court yesterday 
before Mr. Juitioe Crmuie, D.J. A., on a 
motion by Mr. "EL Dallas Helmoken to dis 
pose of a question of jurisdiction raised )'y 
the defendeub in the pleadings. ^Ir. 
Helmoken argued that the quoacion of jurii- 
diction should not be raised in this way, but 
should have been brought up on a motimi 
to set aside the writ in the first instanc,.., 
and that, having failed to do this, the de 
fondants could not now avail tliomaolves of 
it. Mr. A. L. Belyoa, who appeared for 
the dofendantB, replied that nothing which 
the defendants could or did do, or did not 
do, could have any effeot on the juriadiotiou 
of tho court, which either had or had not 
ita juriadiction independent of the defend- 
ants or of nnyono elae, and ho argued that, 
in this instauco, tho Imperial Admiralty 
Court act, 18U1, expreealy provided th.»t 
where it wua proved to tho satisfaction of 
tho court that the owners of tho ship or any 
of them were roident in Koglaud or the 
oolouies, tho Admiralty Court should not 
have jurisdiction, thia provision being a 
reaaonablo and proper one to prevent trivial 
litigation and exponsive admiralty procceci- 
ingB where there was a more couvenient 
remedy, viz : a county court or a bupreme 
court action. Further argument was post- 
poned until Friday at 12 o'clock at tho re- 
quest of Mr. Helmoken, 

The case of Cooley tl a! vs. Napoleon 
Fitzatubba, gold commiasioner for Weal 
Kootenay, is set for trial on Tuesday next 
This is an action for a mandamua to compel 
the defendant to issue a lease of certain 
mining ground to tho plaintiffs, who allege 
that they have complied with all tho require- 
ments of the law, and that tho gold commia- 
sioner is not fulfilling his duty aa a public 
ofiicer in refusing the grant. In defence it 
is alleced that the statute vests a discretion 
in the gold commissioner and the Court is 
not competent to interfere with the exercise 
of that disoretion. There is also in tho do- 
fenoo a denial of certain allegations contain- 
ed in the statement of claim, but the qucs- 
sion of law Is the one of most immediate im- 
portance. In order to have this point set- 
tled before the case comes up for trial a 
motion was mode yesterday in Chambers 
by Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy attorney- 
general, for an order to have the legal 
question argued and disposed of. Mr. A. 
L. Belyea who appeared for the plaintiff 
consented and the order was taken out ac- 
cordingly. The question will be argued in 
court, thia morning at 11 o'clock before Mr. 
Justice WftlUem, Mr. A. L. Belyea appear- 
ing for the plaiutilfa and Hon. Theodore 
Davie, Q.C., Attornev-Goiioral, for the de- 
fendant. I'lie ((uestiDn of what discretion, 
if any, public otlicers auch as Gold Commis- 
eionera liavo iu the discharge of their statu- 
tory duties, is regarded as a most important 
ono and it is altogether likely that iu any 
event an appeal will be taken to the full 
court in order to settle it. 

Divisional Court— Prcacnl : Sir M. B. BcKbio, 
C. J., and Oreaao. J. 

Gabriel v. .Meaher — This was an appeal 
from an order made by Mr. Justice Drake 
on June 10, ISO."), upon a motion mide be- 
fore him to diaalluw, or direct the taxing 
master to disallow, certain items in tho de- 
fendant's bill of coatp, being the cnata of tho 
appeal directed to be paid by tho Divisional 
court as a condition preceiU nt to the plain- 
tiff bsing entitled to go to a new trial. 
These iconis were : Stencgraphcr'H fees 
SS2 75, reading proof of primed caad > i:t L'O, 
paid for printing case S.'jl'2 ".'>. Theae iti-ma 
therefore formed a very eoiiaiderabh' [j'jriio'i 
of the bill of coats as taxed ; tho plaint ifl's 
solicitors considered that they were not 
properly chargeable under the Supreme 
court schedule, and in this particular case it 
amounted practically lo depriving the 
plaintiff of a new trial, as he was utterly 
unable to pay any such amount of coats 

Thiif "ppeal came on by reason of the de- 
cision of ine DiviaioDtti court on the 7th in- 
stant, when the plaintiff was appealing from 
an order of Hon, Mr. Justice Walkem re- 
fusing to fix a day for tri.'l upon the ground 
that these coats would have to be first paid. 
Tho Divisional court, consisting of Crease 
ond McCreight, J. J., thought that, al- 
though the order of the Divisional court 
granting a new trial as to costs had been 
made per inciiriam, yoc ti.cro was no power 
to alter it, yet in their judgment they gave 
leave to the plaintllf lo appeal from the 
order nf Hon. Mr. .hiatico Dniko, made on 
lU'.h June last, uotwit liatanding that the 
time for so doing had elapfo>l, and the 
appeal heard yealerilay was from that order. 
Tho order of Mr. Juatice Drake uflirmed the 
principle that the defendant, the then ap- 
pellant in the motion for a now trial, was 
entitled to print tho caae, and it was from 
thia holding that tho appeal was taken. 
After hearing argument, their lordahipa re- 
served judi;mcul. Mr, A. K. McPhillips, 
counsel for plaintiff, Gabriel; Mr. E. V. 
Bodwell for the respondent, contra. 



" AS OTHBIIS SEE US." 

Victoria as Viewed 'I hrDUuh the Hiicctiicles of 
11. New South Willi's Visitor. 

Mr. Hoylo, M.l'., of New South Wales, 
who visited Canada and the United States 
recently and returned homo by the Arawa 
on her last voyage, has been intorviowod at 
Icnplh by Uio Australian papers upon his 
trip. Tlio following extract is from ono of 
tho Sydney piipera : 

" Getting oil' at Victoria on tho Island of 
Vancouver (B U ), and eubaiqucntly putting 
in time on tho western Paoifiu Coast of tho 
United States and Canada, Mr. Hoyle made 
many a inenlul note of things seen, and 
dilates accordingly : 

" ' Victoria I found to bo a city contain- 
ing about 10,000 inhabitants. It has a sys- 
tem of electric trams, and is lighted with 
electric light. Thu atreot lighting is done 
with tho arc light, and the private dwellings 
arelighted withincandeBcontlamp.'i. Indeed 
all the townsinCanadaandtho UnitedStates, 
from tho smallest to tho largest, are lighted by 
electricity. 6»b is quite out of fashion, 



Their municipal and sanitary arrangements 
are dreadful, howevnr, and in some places 
there will be a foot of mud on the streets, so 
t'lat you can only cross at intersections. 
I'here uro fine tram services, though — eli c 
trio for level streets and cable for h tuvy 
cradcs, both working splendidly. They have 
a funny system of makinfi; sidewalks theie 
and in tho United States by building them 
of planks on a timber framework, and as m 
tho back streets this footpath is frequently 
three feet high, there are a good many ac- 
cidents. 

" 'What I particularly admired were the 
taste and effectiveness with which things 
are shown for sale in tho great plate-glass 
windows of shops— so well displayed that 
really you are induced to go in and buy 
what, in fact, you don't want. All the ' gin- 
shops '(what wo call hotels) have huge glass 
windows, so that you can look in and see 
who is inside, and so have the 'hotels' 
(which are really boarding bouses), the bar- 
bers' shops.' " 

A CHINESE liOBIN HOOD. 



Tlie Retinue of tlie Emperor Attacked 
by Brigands Not Far From 
Pekia City. 



Considerable Costly Plate Stolen and 
a Namber of Hostages Carried 
Away. 



Although tho Emperor of China is theo- 
retically supposed to posaoss absolute auth- 
ority in his vast dominions, and in serious 
matters ho can generally make it felt in the 
long run, yot in amaller matters, curiously 
enough, the Imperial power is frequently 
sot at naught in tho calmest manner. Thus, 
when an Imperial prooeaaion takes place, 
although tho roada are sprinkled with clean 
gravel and apeoially swept for the occasion 
and no man is supposed to intrude on the 
privacy of tho Son of Heaven, yot in prac- 
tice tho crowd press pretty close upon it, 
and tho respect shown for the Court ia more 
pretended than real. A proof thia was 
given tho other day near the capital. Tho 
Einporor was returning on the 2Dd ult. from 
the Lake Palacea (Haitze) to winter quarters 
at Peking, when tho rear portion of the 
Imperial suite was unceremoniously cut 
into by a band of brigands from the 
hills, who carried ofT some four thousand 
ounces of silver plato and some of the 
principal eunuchs belonging to His Majes- 
ty's personal staff of attendants. The latter 
no doubt they intend to hold as hostages 
tor IS ransom, and the plate will probably bo 
muiied down into sycee. These brigands 
belong to a bind which holds possession of 
the passes in the Miaofeng hills, west of 
Peking, and tho coup shows that the out- 
laws possess a daring leader, who fears 
neither the Kmperor not his government. 
It is stated that a large body of troops has 
been despatched to punish the niaurauders, 
but unless the Imperial temper is seriously 
ruffled it is not unlikely that in the end tho 
brigands will got off unmolested, and tho 
olliciuU to whoso o»re tho plate was confided 
will be compelled lo make good the loss. It 
by no means follows that the brigands will 
bo punished because they have cnnimitted 
n outrage similar to ihose Kubert Hood 
of famous memory was credited with in me- 
dieval times in Merrie l^ngland. Tho Mau- 
ohurian brigands may, like the great Kug- 
liah outlaw, have friends at court, and be 
able to exercise suflioieut influence to ensure 
their immunity from apprehension ond 
puuiahnient.

The proprie- 
tor therefore applied to the naval authori- 
ties at Yokosuk to have a maa-of'War dca- 
pitched to look for the missing vessel. His 
rei|ueat was entertained, and the Musashi 
Kan having been ordered on the 6ch instant 
f) undertake tho duty, sailed from Vokosn- 
k 1 on the 9th. Men of-war, adds the Xiehi 
Xichi ShimbuD, were sent to search for ihe 
Uaebi Ivan and for the Kli fishermen, but 
thia ia the first time that one has been or- 
dered 10 sea on account of u merchant 
vessel.

The organ of the Opposition is resorting 
to tactics of tho meanest and most disrepu- 
table kind.

MORh] TESTIMONY. 

The importonoe of a Pacific cable con- 
necting Vancouver Island with Australia, 
under e.Kcluaively British control, ia being re- 
cognized both in Great Britain nod Aus- 
tralia. Wo have soon that Lord Ripen, the 
■Secretary of State lor the Colonies, ex- 
pressed himself favorable to it, and now wo 
have an Auatraliain statesman, tho lIon.Kobt. 
Reid, at tho other end of tho routo, insist- 
ing upon ita ueceaaity from an Imperial 
point of view. Mr. Itcid, who ia the Vic- 
torian Minister of Defence, said : 

Wo recognize it us an Imperial necessity 
that there should bo a cable passing entirely 
through liriliah territory uud tending to 
cement the tiea between Ciroa'. Jiritain and 
her groat colonies in Canada and Australia. 
The expense of this should be borne pro- 
portionately by the Imperial Government 
and the colonies interested. The coat of the 
alternative cable would not be great, faaving 
regard to the enormous interesta involved, 
and it is believed that it would pay interest 
on expenditure from tho dule of completion. 

When so many ul)lo and inlluential men 
favor tho laying of a British Piicido cable 
it may be taken for granted that it will not 
be long before tho project takes a definite 
shape und be well on the way to become an 
accomplished fact. 

THE PROOItESS OF THE WILSON 

BILL. 

There has been a good deal of conjecture 
as to what will bo tho fate of tho Wilaon 
tariff bill in tho Senate. It was predicted 
by many that it would be amended past rec 
ognition by that body, and that some Sen- 
ators who believe in protection and others 
who desire to embarrass thi; Government 
would abuse the rules of proooduro to pre 
vent a decision being arrived at with regard 
to it. But it does not appear that either of 
these predictions is likely to bo verified. 
The New York Times, wbioh is an uncom 
monly well-informed paper, aa well aa a very 
careful one, aaid on tho Gth inst.: 

There ia a wholesome and encouraging 
tone in the reports from SVaahington aa to 
tho action of tho Senate upon the House 
Tariff Bill. There ia a general agreement 
among obaervera of both parlies that 
the long delay that had been expected 
is not likely to occur, that tho factious op- 
position of either tho Republicans or the 
ropreecatatives of special interests in the 
Senate will make no inconsiderable showing, 
that amendments will not be numerous or 
radical or bo very stronuoualy presaed, and 
that tho .Senate will adopt the House Bill 
without very important changes within a 
reasonable time. 

Nothing has happened, since tho article 
from which the above paBsage was taken 
appeared, to throw any doubt on the ac- 
curacy of the foreciiat of the Times. Tho 
bill is being thoroughly diacuesed, but it 
does not apiio".r that tho opposition to it is 
factious, or that any amendments which 
will seriously affect the character of the 
measure will be made. It is said that busi 
ness in the States ia Buffering on account of 
uncertainty with regard to the tariff. Itia, 
therefore, evidently the interest of all 
parties to put an end to that uncertainty as 
soon as possible. 



him he would not have appealed 
to tho country long ago. It is this consid- 
eration which leads newspaper readers in 
America to conclude that the noise which 
the Badioala are now makiog and which is 
greatly magnifiedby thenewamongera is mere 
bluff. They hope to scare tho House of 
Lords into making some compromise that 
they can, without ackuowledging defeat, 
accept. But tho Lords show no disposition 
to do this; they are perfectly willing that 
the people shall judge bftweea them aod 
Mr. Gladstone and his followers. They are 
prepared to abide by tho dooiaion arrived at 
by a general election. This appeal will 
have to bo made at no very distant day. Tho 
Liberals cannot postpone it much longer und 
when it is made wo venture to predict that 
it is Mr, Gladstone and his colleagues, and 
not tho Houao of Lords, that will bo con 
demncd. 



AN IMPORTANT SUBJECT. 

The subject of Dr, Watt's motion is well 
worthy the attention both of the people and 
the Legislature of British Columbiu, The 
forests of the Province are one of its most 
valuable reaourcea, and their oconomicul use 
and their preservation should bo a matter of 
general conoertt. Experience is every day 
proving that the forests of this continent, 
extensive as they are, are very far indeed 
from being inexhaustible. From data easily 
acoeasiblo to those who seek it, the year in 
which the forests of the United States, even 
at the present rate of consumption, will bo 
exhausted can be easily calculated. But 
the rate of consumption will go on increas- 
ing, bringing tho time comparatively near 
when the only source of timber supply in 
North America will be the forests of this 
Province. This is no theory j it is a simple 
matter of calculation. 

When that time oemes, as come it nmst, 
the value of the timber remaining in this 
proviaoe will bo greatly inoronaed. Thia 
consideration should cause British Colum- 
biana to set a very high value on their for- 
'ests and to take every precaution to prevent 
their being destroyed and the timber thoy 
contain wasted. 

Forty or fifty years in the life of a prov- 
ince is a very short time, Thoro are many 
in the United States who bitterly regret 
that theirfathers as regards tho preservation 
of the forests were not more far-aighted und 
provident. Tho people of America and 
their legislators fifty years ago seemed to 
think that it was impossible to exhaust ita 
timber supply. Thoy omilod derisively 
when some theorist rebuked them for thoir 
though tleasneaa ond their waste and warned 
them that if thoy did not become more 
careful tho day would come when they 
and their children would grievously lament 
their reoklesBneas and want of foresight. 
The prediekions of tho thooriat have been ful- 
fiUedi Forests which then appeared limit- 
less, and ftgftinst which tho people were wag- 
ing relentless worwith fire and atee', have 
oomptotely disappeared, ond the naked land 



UNRELIABLE NEWS. 

The manufacturers of the news telegrams 
that come to ua from Europe would have tho 
people of America believe that the electors 
of Great Britain are prepared to abolish tho 
Houao of Lords without u moment's un 
nuceuaary delay, and that they are deter 
mined to scnil the ',Hieen to tho right-about 
if she prosumea to take the part of tho 
Lords. They would have us on this aide of 
the Atlantic take the rantings of a few 
rabid radicals for the voice of the people 
But it is not likely that there uro many in 
telligont persona, either iti Canada or the 
United States, who will eulFer the exagger 
tions and the fabrications of partisan 
news correapondents to alarm them. They 
have good grounds for believing that the 
Ifouso of Lords ia perfeotly safe, and that 
tho Throne is not in the slightest danger. 
Thoy have every reason to conclude that 
the House of Lords in rejecting Mr. Glad- 
stone's Home Rule Bill und in refusing to 
swallow the Employers' Liability Bill and 
the Parish Councils Bill whole and exactly 
as they loft the Houso of Coininons, ia in 
complete accord with the great majority of 
the nation.

On the contrary much hua hup- 
pened that muat lead intelligent Canadians 
and Americans to concludo that tho British 
people are now bettor satisfied with thoir 
institutions than thoy have boon for many a 
long day. Thoy naturally ask, if Great 
Britain is in the condition represented by 
the newt correspondent, why does not Mr. 
Glodstone appeal to the people? This 
would be the shortest and the easiest, as 
well aa the most effective way, of Boding 
out whether thoy approve of his policy 
and whether thoy condemn the action taken 
by tho House of Lords. That Mr. Glad- 
stone has not done thia ia proof of the very 
strongest kind that in his estimation the 
verdict of tho eleotOTB would he against him 
and bis Government, and in favor of the 
Houao of Lords. It is absurd to aup- 
poso that if Mr. Gladstone was con- 
vinced that the nation ia with

Couiplaiut of Disorders iu tbo Central 
Branch Scbool to Be lu- 
veatifirated. 



The TeacbiDg of Total Abstinence- 
Favorable Report ou the Home- 
Made Boiler. 

'The School Hoard met last evening, Cbas. 
Hayward, president, in the ohair, and 
Trustees jiisho[), Saunders, Yates and Mar- 

chunt also present. 

Two letters of complaint about disorder 
in tho Central branch aohool, from mothers 
who had in consequence withdrawn their 
daughters, were read. 

TufsTKK M.utcirA.'CT said he had satisfied 
himself that this waa a proper subject for 
incjuiry, as he felt tho complaints arose 
largely from the objection of the parents to 
^ixed olasaoa. He know there had boon 
aomo disorder, but ho had this very morn- 
ing unexpectedly paid a visit to the room 
comiilained of and found that there was at 
that time perfect order, bo that tho trouble 
is not conatant. 

Till'. Cii.AiitJi.\.N thought Ik commilleo of 
iLfjuiry was thu proper way of dealing with 
the mattor. 

A resolution to thia cirecl, naming tho 
Cnairniau and Trustoea Suuuder.s and liiaii- 
oj) as tho committee, was adopted. 

Mrs. KUeu Iv Hrydgea wrote asking per- 
miaoion to conduct a drawing clasa in tho 
Jamua l!jy acliool, each Wednesday after- 
noon after school hours. Application 
grunted. 

Ai)plicatiuns for i.ppointmentB as janitors 
wore received and filed. 

Tho attondanco report showed an increase 
of 125 on tho rolls for January compared 
with Decendier, 

Trustee Vales reported tho settlement of 
tho claims of Mr. Ilelmckon and others 
respecting the accident caused by the exca- 
vation on Marvin's hill. 

Truatco Marchant reported on the subject 
of the abdenco of aevoral teachers frcun the 
moeliug of the institute, stating that the 
qirls' school was not, closed on the afternoon 
in qiioatioD; that two '.euchers stayed awuy 
on account of being butiy with examination 
papers, and two others were prevented by 
illness from attending. 

A discussion took place on tho subject of 
letter sent to the principals of sohoola by 
the secretary in accordance with the resolu- 
tion paeaed by the board at the last meeting 
reapocting the use of narcotics and stimu- 
lants. It waa reaolved on motion of Trua- 
tco Murchant, that an explanatory letter 
ahould bo sent, stating that it was not in- 
tended to forbid tho teaching of total ab- 
stinence. 

THt'.sTKK .MAiiciiANT referred to tho prac- 
tice of sending children homo during teach- 
ing houra, to procure excuses which they 
had uogleotod to bring for absence on tho 
previous day. Ho thought the teachers 
should require tho children to got tho cxcuEO 
at the noon hour or at such othi r time that 
their studies would not bo interfered with. 

No action waa taken for the present. 

Tin STKi: M.viiCin.NT auggealed that tho 
fuel used in the schools should be wooil 
iufltoad of coal, ua ho believed that the 
wood alrewu around the sea beach might be 
advantageously picked up and employment 
thus given to men badly in need »i work in 
cutting and gathering it. He had found ou 
in(|uiry that the furuucea wtnild not be in- 
jured by the uuo of wood out of the salt 
water. Ho thought there wero not less than 
nno hundred cords of wood now ut Foul 
Buy, which might bo picked up. He there- 
fore moved that the Supply committee be 
re(|ue8led to in<iuire into the suljject. It 
would not bo neceaeary to uao the drift 
wood, but wood of aome other sort might be 
utilized. 

Till-: Cii.viu.M.^s said he thought it a good 
idea to give work if possible in cutting 
wood. He knew of one piece of land with 
a lot of wood on it which might be had for 
cloaring it away. 
The resolution waa adopted. 
A discussioD on the subject of the minor- 
ity report on the matter of tho boiler to be 
used in the North ward school waa ended 
by Trustees Yates and Lovell rising to 
withdraw, which would have left the meet- 
ing without a quorum. The subject waa 
therefore dropped. 

Tho board then went into committee of 
tho whole on business of a private nature. 

Thn minority report, will bo discussed at 
a special meeting to ho hold on Monday 
afternoon. It ia as followa : 

".■\a tho coinitiittee appointed to report 
on the proposal of Meaara. Elford & Smith 
to place a local made boiler in tho North 
ward school house have not yet been dis- 
charged, I hog, aa n member of that commit- 
tee, to oflTer tlio following : 

" lat. That tho contraotora are willing to 
furnish a Batinfactory guarantee bond to 
carry out their pro[)o,sil and also to guard 
against invali ;latiiu; their present contract 
or releaaim; their bondsmen. 

' "Jod. That the plana and skotchca hereto 
annexed show that tho contractors have at 
their own expense and with tho approval of 
tho architect made vital alterations iu the 
arrangements of tho steam pipes so aa to 
ensure satisfaotory work, and that tho ex- 
pcnao ao incurred is far in excess of tho esti- 
mated difference of tho value of the boilers. 

' .3rd. That in addition to the exhaustive 
and conolueive report of the Dominion 
boiler inapeotor, both aa to the quality and 
capacity of the proposed boiler, and hia 
dcmonatratioB of its being ample fur the 
purposes intended, and also of its economy 
with regard to fuel, a oertifioate is borewith 
produced from an expert from Seattle, 
Wash., named W. H. Dwyer, who gives his 
opinion most positively that tho boiler is 
much larger than required for the sumo 
work in Washington. 

" -Uh. That tho proposal of tho contractor 
roducoe tho price of tho work, and tho con- 
ditions are or can bo made so definite and 
binding that no possible injury can result 
to tho truateea, and ua tho acceptance of 
tho propoaal would bo a great convenienco 
to our local men, it is strongly recommended 
that tho offer of Messrs. Elford & Smith bo 
aooopted, provided that tho same can bo 
done without prejudice to tho oxiating con- 
tract, and that satisfactory bonds are givon 
for tlie due execution of their oSen,

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 



A "Commercial Couversation " Had 
by a London Jonraalist With 
Aorent-General Beeton. 



Provincial Posslbillties-Ko Need for 
Importing Food Stuffs-Fruit— 
Flshingr— Lumber— Mining-. 



Commerce, of London, England, of Janu- 
ary 2-1, contains what ia termed a "commer- 
cial conversation" with Mr. H. C. Baetou, 
agent-general of British Columbia, in which 
that gentleman gives a very interesting ac- 
count of what he knows regarding, and has 
reason to believe ore the prospecta of thia 
Province. Mr. Beeton observes that "he 
may go so far as to say that of all tho largo 
family of thriving children Mother Britain 
has given to the world, British Columbia ia 
the healthiest and most rapidly developing 
of the lot." Having observed that its great 
naturalresourcea nL^lv want capital and pop- 
ulation to develupe them, the Agent-General 
added that in the early days the distance 
from Groat Britain to the colony was so 
great, and consequently so expensive, that 
"only those with some nie*ns could under- 
take it, so we were jieopled by emigrants of 
a somewhat superior typo" 

Mr. l!eeti.n went on to say that 
Hritiah Columbia's agricultural poaaibilitiea 
had been great ly overlooked ; but lu; con- 
tinued, " we liuve (juite suliicienl reanurcea 
to aupport a greatly increased po|julatii»ii 
without importing food aLuHj as wt do now. 
British Columbia could cooifortably support 
some li.UOO.OI.Il) or .'), (11)0, 01)0 of "a purely 
agricultural population. At present we 
import something like S'J, 000,000 worth 
of farm produce, pretty well all 
of which we ought to produce 
ourselves. \^'e have a warm current friiui 
the Japan Sea which modiliea ilic rigor 
of our lemijeruture an<l our climate 
ia, oven in the North, healthy und 
invigorating und by no meaua unkmd to 
vegetable growth. Our liojit', for instance, 
fetch a remarkably good price." Mr. l!i;eton 
having spoken of tbo excollonce of the fruit 
products of the province continued — " The 
Kxr[ of Abordeeu has bought some land 
which he is devoting to fruit farming, and 
the experiment promises to be very sucoeaa- 
ful. " 

' Wo do a lot in canned salmon " Mr. 
lieelon proceeded to any, adding that 
tho liiitish Columbia tiah was finer 
than the Alaskan product and were 
tho tariff lightened there would he 
a tremendous growth of trade between 
this Province and the States. " There are," 
said he, "the States of Oregon and Wash- 
ington, and if we only had free cx- 
changeour industries would develop rapidly, 
for they would furnish us with a great de- 
sideratum, a market." 

' Our coal is tho best on the Pacific 
coast," observed the Agent-General, " and 
holds its own at San Francisco, in spite of 
tho heavy duty imposed. With free ex- 
change I need not aay that the dovolopiiient 
of our oi al fields would assume almost 
phenomenal proportioua. Our lumber trade 
ia capable of great increaae, especially aa 
tho timber further eaat aliowa signs of fail- 
ing." 

' Mining will naturally bo the backbone 
of our wealth, though, as I have iuaiated, 
its agricultural prospecta are not to be 
ignored. There ia gold, only now it ia no 
longer the aurfaco gold Hhich attracted the 
rush of ccdoniata yearj back, and whose giv- 
inu out has led perhaps, to the idea that 
gold in British (^ilumbia ia not worth 
troubling about. Of course it will rc(iuire 
capital and machinery, and the ijueation of 
transport has to be considered and arranged 
for. Then there can he no ([uebtion aa tj 
our living rich in silver, many of 
our ores containing from 10 to 120 
(lunccB to the ton of 2,000 poundti, 
and between 10 and 70 per cent, of load, 
'.eaidea, if the gold production of tho world 
incroaatii, as I think it will, silver, us meas- 
ured in i/old, will rise. Then wo have cop- 
per of excellent (piality, iron, zinc and other 
es." 

The representative of Commerce was then 
conducted by Mr. Harvey, an assay or by 
profession, who has just returned from this 
Province, to a room in which was a vast 
number of ores of all sorts and sizes. With 
the underground poBsibtlities of British Col- 
umbia, the reporter assured the Provincial 
i^gcnt Gcneral that he waa duly impressed. 

Mr. lieoton, in answer to inquiries, said 
that the Province went in for manufactur- 
ing and is remarkably well placed for ship 
building, having all tho matcriol to hand. 
H.-itish Columbia is, ho stated, a good field 
for the right sort] of emigrant, there being 
chances for the skilled artisan and still more 
for men with a knowledge of farming and 
some capital; but professional men and 
clerks and ao on are not wanted aud they 
dothemsel'-ea no good by going there.

Latest From Coolg'anlio— The Situa- 
tion at Samoa— NeM' Britain 
Natives Pimi-jLcd. 



The Men You Enow. 



Tho roturna of gold mining in the two col- 
onies which produce moat of tlio precious 
metal found in Australia are now before tho 
publio. In Victoria lasb year waa the most 
sucaeaafal einoe 1885. Then the gold yield 
WttBtto less than 735,218 oz , while in 1891 
ttwasno more than 576,999 tz. In 1892 
the amount inorcn*cd by about 78,000 oz , 
and luBli year gave & further gain, the total 
yield being stated at 071,126 oz. Tho die- 
trluta which led tho way with their in»rvel- 
lou3 productions of gold are atill those in 
which the greatest returns are won. Bal- 
larat, Sandhurst and Beeohworth head the 
list in that order, and it is not a little re- 
markable that they should do so well, oon- 
aiderin^ what treasures have been extracted 
from mines there yearly. Nor does it ap 
pear that those mines are even yet approach- 
ing a period of exhaustion, for tho deep 
sinkings lately completed, at Sandhurst 
particularly, go to show that tho gold is 
there in sufficient quantity to maUo tho 
winning profitable. Turning to Queensland, 
a decrease has to bo recorded, amounting to 
15,231 02., nearly as much as tho increase iu 
Victoria. Tho latest news from the Cool- 
eardie goldlield is to the clFeot that the 
township is practically deserted, tho recent 
raiua having induced miners to leave for 
Siberia, White Feather und Ninety Mile, 
thieo new luiniug ceutrea. It ia reported 
that there is any amount of water at Wliite 
Feather. Several condensers are following 
tho ruahea of minora and providing water 
ThoI.O. U- claim, eituated 15 miles from 
"U'hito Feather, hua dollied 1,000 oi-. of gold 
during the last six weeks, from a rich 
leader. Tho survey of tho telegraph lino to 
Coolgiirdio is completed for a distance of 
115 milea from Southern Groas. Tenders 
for the conatruotion wilt be invited shortly 
(Ehere Is something striking and theatrical 
in these West Auatraliun gold finds. The 
richness of acme of them ia indtopntablr, 
and their permanency eeema « Teasonable 
assumption to experts. Bat the accidents 
of discovery are romantic. A 'man falls 
over a big atone, strikes it maliciously with 
hia pick m the anger of a bruised shin, and 
xeveala a mass of gleaming gold. Chunks 
•of gold, bars and pillars, and blocks of gold 
■are what the telegrams speak pf, not merely 
,good prospects or the absolute certainty of 
payable returns. The latest big sensation 
is tho discovery of a rich reef iu tho back 
yard of a hotel in tho main street of Cool- 
gardio. This ought to bo the greatest 
money- making oonoern iu the world— for the 
publican, who will have a double gold mine 
on the premises, 

A late issue of the Samoan Times, discuss- 
ing the situation in tho islands, g^ys : "The 
departure of tho lost warship from these 
waters has ro-opent'd the nioucha of those 
oiaeatiatietl with the existing gineruiiient, 
and in many directinna may now bo heard 
open expresHiona of discontent whore form- 
erly but mii 111 ad oounda of a aiinilar nature 
were indulged in. A conaenaua of native 
opinion on certain suljj-jcts has been, we 
hear, obtained from moat of tho districts 
ouiside of tho Tuatr.aanga, and rumors are 
afloat that very shortly a deputation of in- 
fluential chiefs will wait on the Central 
government at Mulinuu, making certain do- 
mauds, with the alternative of setting up 
another pretender to tho throne." Tho Timea 
.goes on to state that tho demands referred 
to aro in the direction of replacing certain 
native officials, who are uccuaed of certain 
or fancied icjudicioua acts, by others, a 
move whioh tho Timea considers is but ill 
concealed rebellion. The artiulo continues : 
" We have not the slightest doubt but that 
sedition is in the air, and that very shortly 
the culpable negligence of the three Powerf, 
in the matter of disarming the natives, wilt 
bear abundant fruit. Those acquainted 
with the Samoans will readily understand 
that until they are deprived of the means 
wifh which to menace the Govornmens that 
may be in power they will follow out 
their old custom of king-making, which hae 
afTcrded amttsemeat to them from time im 
'memorial." 

The steamer Hosketh, whioh recently 
visited New Britain, has returned to .Sydney, 
N. S. W. , v/ith the report that in cuaricc- 
tioj witli tho recent hostilities in tho liia 
marck Archipelatjo, the German warghii 
Sperber visited Kew liritair. and puiiiahed 
tho nativea by ohellin;,' their villages. Tlu 
Sperber, previous to calling at Xeiv Britain, 
went to tho Tokolau group, embarked th< 
deposed Samoan king, Mwlacfa, and con 
veyed him to tho Murahall ialands, when 
he is to be kept in exile.

Tho pasaago was rather rough, there 
being moderate v.'iri'-la with snow and con- 
siderable head u,vc-ll uutil tho 7ch, when tho 
ISOih meridian waa oros--ed, and then fell in 
with an easterly gale and very high sea, 
lasting two days, westerly to southwesterly 
winds and cloudy weather succeeding.

The monthly ireigbt and shipping report 
issued.by Messrs. B. P. Rithet & Co., Ltd., 
now bears a neatly engraved map-cut, show- 
ing Victoria as the first and last place of 
c jII for all ocean mail steamers. In review- 
ing the business of January the report says ; 
Since the beginnirg cf the year busineca hua 
beta <iuioc ; atill iu tho freight market ratea 
have heen very Bli.'aiVy oud the tendency haa 
been, it anything, upward. An advance of 
■Ja. (id. per ton haa been eatabliahed from 
San Francisco for grain, while from tho 
northern ports inquiry has been fairiy act- 
ive, at slightly tiigher (igurea than have 
ruled lately. Tho demand for lumber being 
on a very limited scale, charters are not 
niany^ tho veoaela are small and nearly all go 
coastwise. Freights, however, rule remark- 
ably (inn, and suitable vessels for some 
directiona, notably Cliina, are acaruo. Final 
tigures of the salmon pack of liritiah Colum- 
bia are now available. Thuao show that tlio 
quantity put up during tho eeaaon ol l.S!)H 
was 5y0,2:!9 cases, ot which about threo- 
fourths were supplied by tho Fra.-ier river. 
Tlie shipments to ICngland are in very much 
the same proportion, while the remainder 
has been mainly disposed of in Canada 
and Australia, leaving a stock of only about 
8,00(J cases to be carried over to ne.xt season 
si;.\: ICRS ovKK tiik ska. 

When till! R. M.S. Kinpreas of China left 
Yokohama, there were in that harbor six 
Canadian and American sealing schooners, 
not counting tho W'orlock, which is still 
tied up there, awaiting orders. The list in 
eludes tho Anaconda, Arotic, Aurora, I5i:a. 
trice, Diana and Retriever, one or lw( 
othera having called in and proceeded to 
the sealing grounds as soon us auiiplioa could 
be ahipi)c(l. The sc-uIh are reported to be 
uiiu-ualiy numerous (lif the coast of Japan, 
but the weather haa been oo bad that only 
one or two vessels thua far have been able 
to lower their hunliug boats. It ia alleged 
that owners of sealing aohooners have been 
attempting to elude the regulations enacted 
hy agreement between tho United Statea 
and Great I'ritain for tho protection of tho 
Behring Sea rookeries, the method adopted 
to escape the penalty of contravention being 
to regiator the schoonora as Japanese prop- 
erty and hoist tho Japanese flag. The 
.Mainichi Shimbun ia reaponsiblo for the 
story. It adds that the Japanese authori 
ties have decided not to lend themselves to 
any BUoh proceedings, and that instruotioos 
in chat sense have been sent to tho Chief of 
the Hokkaido Administration.

Tho Km 
pire has been notorioua as a smuggler ; timi 
and again opium has been found on her in 
large quaatitiea, and finally Air. ('handler 
determined upon heroic measures. J'lvery 
time opium was found on the steamer all the 
men in the department in which it was dis- 
covered wore to bo discharged. Twice 
afterwards was the drug found in the 
engine room, and on each ooousion tho fire- 
men, coal puaserBj and oilers were dis- 
charged. A few days ago August Blum, 
one of the deck hands, was caught witn 
eight cans of opium on his peison and was 
arrested. In following out orders all the 
men from the second mato down wore dis- 
charged in San Franeisc'i yestorduy. 

KNCO.MVASKKD liV UKIICS. 

A perilous experience amongst icebergs in 
tho Southern Ocean is reported by Captain 
Hay, of tho ship Persian Empire, which 
reached Australia during January. Tho 
ship was Hearing the Cape of Good Hope on 
Uocoinhor 8 in long. J.'J deg. oast, at mid- 
night, when the first berg loomed np. It 
waa only a couplo of ship-lengths away, and 
was fortunately sighted in time to enable 
tho ship to got clour. Tho next day tho vea- 
ael was oomplotely surrounded by icebergs, 
and, laid tho captain, " we then sailed for 
six days a distance of 1,300 miles before wo 
got clear of the pack." Some of the ioebirgs 
were beautifully shaped, of great length, 
and upwardi of 500 feet in height. Others 



wore small, and proved a source of great 
danger to navigation. As might bo expect- 
ed, all hands spent an anxious time during 
llio six days amongst tho ice, and one and 
all were very thankful when tho ship sailed 
clear of tho pack. 

C11ASX1E.S ON THE "PDEBLA." 

The City of Puebla sailed from San Fran- 
cisco for this port yesterday morning, but 
John SVyer, second assistant engineer, did 
not go out on her. The surveyor of tho 
port demanded his dismissal, and the own- 
ers of the vessel accordingly dispensed with 
his services. On January 13 last two Chi- 
nese were seen leaving Wyer's house } they 
were searched and opium found on them. A 
few hours later a wagon drove up to tho 
house and it waa seized, but the driver es- 
caped. In the wagon was a considerable 
<iuantity of tho drug. Then 'Mil tins of 
opium .were found on tho Puebla, and \\'yer 
was arreatiid. The eovornmont could not 
prove hia connection with ony of the cases, 
and yesterday tho commissioner discharged 
liim from custody. 

THE IIENBV BAILEY SINKS. 

While on hrr way down to Seattle with a 
cargo of 1,500 sacks of oats for tranship- 
ment to San Francisco on the steamship 
Walla Walla, which sailed on Monday 
evening, tho American atenmer Henry 
Hailey, Captain Kllsmore, one of the Paeifio 
Navigation company's fleet, sank at the 
south estuary of the Skagit river some time 
Saturday ufieruoon or evening. The Bailey 
had proceeded us far as the mouth of tho 
river when she met with wind and waves, 
which helped to throw her upon the beach 
or b'»r. Tho unusually heavy cargo caused 
her to list, when aho tilled, and at hinli tide 
ia in 14 or 15 feet of water. An effort will 
be made to raise tho veaael, which, when 
new, cost a good many thousand dollars, 
DUK ON SATCRDAV, 

The Northern Pacific steamship Victoria 
is expected from the Orient Saturday, hav- 
ing sailed from Vokohama on the 2od inat. 
On this voyage the ship is in command of 
Capt. I'crkeb, of the steamahip Phranang, 
who took charge of her at Hongkong, where 
Capt. Pttuton was obliged to lay olif to un- 
dergo a surgical operation. Tho Victorio 
has a comparatively small cargo on this her 
prcaent paaeage. She has 400 tons of freight 
for Victoria and San Francisco, 4,')0 tons for 
Portland and Sound cities, 350 tons for 
overland points, and 350 bales of silk. She 
alao hue (>5 steerage paasengers. 

LOSS OK Tin; " ri.KfK UE LIS." 

Newa is rec-dved from tho Gilbert islands 
of tho wreck of the American trading 
achoaner Fleur-do-Lia at the islands. The 
schooner, which was formerly a v/oll-kuown 
yacht in San Francisco harbor, sprang aleak 
in a heavy sea when 40 miles east of Butari- 
tari, and foundered. She had 20 tons copra 
and $1,000 worth of merchandise on board, 
all of which was tost. There was no insur- 
anco. Captain Kustel, four passengers and 
tho crew landed safely at Bttcaritari. 

A VETERAN SIIIPMASTKB DROWNED. 

Captain McLaughlin, of the ship Howard

In that part which would natu- 
rally fall in the back of tho ueck wero a 
few jilaits, which brought it in under 
tlio hair. The Iniur cmls aro crossecl 
in front, under tho chiu aud thrown 
carelessly back over the shoulders, or 
aro tied, jnst as ono prefers. It is very 
graceful and becoming. I think any 
lady could make one fur hersell if she 
had tho l;iee and cr;ipe. Tin> crape was 
ono width .-lud tliree yards long. White 
laco could be used if jii eferred, and ono 
Could add a liow of ribbon at tho top, 
but the laco is (juite finish enough. 

Among the evening lionnets was an as- 
tonishing crown of imitation diamonds, 
with a bird with outstretcdied wings 
made of the same stones, with a few 
close imitations of emeralds and rubies 
to add to tho brilliant effect. There was 
notliing to it but the encircling crown, 
a littlo higher in tho front th.an back, 
aud with tho bird.

There aro other ".lewol 
bonnets" in garnets, in emer.alds and iu 
pearls and gold filigree, Init such aro 
for the very swellest social functions, 
svheio bonnets aro permitted, or at tho 
theater or opera. It would bo iu tho 
worst possildo tasto to wear such else- 
where. Among tho new things that 
"aro to lio and aro n<jt yet" aro soft 
legliorn hats and cottage bonnets. These 
will be worn by but few, because they 
will not 1)0 suited to every face, but tho 
largo leghorn fiats will bo twisted and 
tortured into a great variety of s^iapes. 
Home of them have the brims woven or 
braided so full that there could bo no 
way of wearing them unless the surplus 
fullness was bent up and in and out.

Battle lit ToKHC'sialpa— Iloiiduntii Trooim De- 
feat the Kehels I nder lionilia. 

S.VN Saj.v.miok, Fob, 1-1 —A battle took 
place at Tegucigalpa yeaterday between the 
forces commanded by General Ortez and 
those of Vubijuez, General Ortez succeeded 
in opening a breach in the defence of the 
city. The number of wounded on both 
aidea is largo. Tho exact number ia not de- 
finitely known. There were over one hun- 
dred killed. During tho battle there was a 
hand to hand fight between regiinenl.H of in- 
fantry. General Ortt /, cluinia tho victory , and 
Bays tho road to 'Jegucigalpa is now iiprn. 
Tho telegrams to Amapala, however, say the 
oity is etill in tho poBseBsion of Vas(|iitz 
General Huinou Morales has succeeded in 
making a junction with Vutinu /,, Tlie lat- 
ter has now l?,oOO men in 'J'egiicigalpa and 
on Picaoho hill, and expects more teinforce- 
meuta from Graoia. The peopio of the dis- 
trict ayniputhizo with him, 

Nkw Guatk.mai.a, Fob. li. — Tho troops 
of Hondurua under Generitl Villela have 
again defeated tho rebel foreee under Bonilla.

The City Council met yesterday afternoon 
in the Mayor's olKee for the purpose of dis- 
cussing tho resolution of which Aid. Munn 
had given notice respecting tho Delta, New 
Westminster & Eaatorn railway. There 
was considerable discussion at the outset aa 
to whether or nob the meeting had been 
regularly cillod — all the membera were pres- 
ent except Aid. Vigoliua— and what tho 
ellect would bo of passing an opinion ut a 
meeting which might bo proved to bo irregu- 
lar, but after half an hour'a dolibor.ktion the 
board came to the conclusion that no barm 
could arise out of the point of order should 
buaincea bo proceeded with. 

Aj.d. Mii.NN then moved : — " That as 
a bill intituled the Delta, New West- 
minster & Kastorn railway act, 1S91, 
is now under consideration by the 
Provincial Legislature, and contemplates 
tho construction of a roiilway from Eugliah 
Bluff, on tho Strait of Georgia, to ^Vcst- 
niinater municipality, with a branch run- 
ning eastward towards the C'liilliwack and 
tho Upper Fraser ; and whereas it ia pro- 
posed to construct a railway and Irullic 
bridge across tho Fraser ub Now \\ eat- 
minater, which bridge would allord access 
to tho above mentioned railway, as well as 
to other railways into the city ot New West- 
minster ; aud whereas tho Victoria & Sidney 
railway ia nearing completion, and it ia pro- 
posed to establish a ferry connection be- 
tween Sidney, on the above railway, and the 
Delta, New Westminster & Eastern railway 
at English Bluff, and thereby establish 
quick communication between the oily of 
Victoria and Now Westniinster and the im- 
portant farming settlements on the Lower 
Fraser; therefore, in the opinion of this 
Council, it is desirable that the Government 
of British Columbia should give every en- 
couragement and all reasonable aid to- 
wards accomplishing the above object," 
In support of tho resolution the mover said 
ho thought 80 far aa tho citlzoca were con- 
corued there was but one opinion, that being 
that tho new connection would bo of the 
greatest benelit to V^ictoria. There wna a 
iniataUen idea that the resolution he had 
moved proposed further aid to tho scheme, 
hut such ia not the case, as all ho asks is, as 
tho morning paper said, that the council 
put in a good word for the undertaking. He 
did not tliink that any objection by any pri- 
vate tirm should bo considered against a 
project in tho interest of tho whole city ; 
i)ut apart from thia he did not think that 
any existing interest would be injured hy 
tlie new connection. Such a thing aa a city 
being harmed by increasing its outside con- 
nection was unheard of. Of course it v.'us 
an essential that the new lino should be a 
thoroughly independent one. The people 
chiefly interested in thia buaincea ouL^ide 
were the farmers of the Lower Fruser, who 
looked to thia city for their beet innrkot,L'ut 
were kept out vow 'or want of rapid con- 
nection. But more important than this was 
tho fact that by thia means connection with 
the Great Northern railway would be se- 
cured, and thua the Victoria morohanta 
would be given direct acocaa to tho Koote- 
nay mining country. Ho thought It about 
tiiiie that thia city became more than the 
mere night station ut tho end of a transcon- 
tinental line wliic'n it is at present. 

Al.i). B.iKKK moved tlio following amend- 
ment ; " That the following words be added 
to the resolution : In casi! any airl is granted 
by tho provincial gfjveriiment by way of a 
guarantee of booda or olherwise, the couii- 
!il would recommend iliut a deposit of ijiiD,- 
111)0 in bonds or in cash aliall be nirule by the 
eon:pany with tho government for 
the term of three years, which sum 
shall bo forfeited to tho government 
in tho event of the company failmg to pro 
vide for tho transfer of passengers from 
Victoria to New Westmintter and vice 
versa at least twice each way on each day 
of the year unleaa prevented by acoident or 
aorne unavoidable cause, tho time occupied 
in making the transfer of pissengers be- 
tween the two cities not to exceed three 
and a half hours under ordinary circum- 
atances." The mover aaid be thought the 
reaolution proposed a very good thing in the 
interest of the oily. It was a certainty that 
the Sidney railway would not pay without 
outside connection, bub if the government 
would take the matter up as proposed he 
thought it probably would pay, and that 
the city would he relieved of the necessity 
of pay ibg §9,000 a year in intereat which 
had been guaranteed, ft is important that 
Victoria should have quicker connection 
with the Mainland than at present, when it 
takes six or seven hours to make the trip 
Tho fact that tho present boata arrive and 
depart from Victoria at night works in- 
juriously to the city. 

Ai.i) ])wvi-;i{ seconded the amendnienl.. 
Ho said ho know from acquaintance with 
the fanners of the Fraser river that they 
conaidenul Victoria their best market, but 
cannot come to it as often aa they otherwise 
would on account of the lime now oecu|iieil 
in the trip and the attendant expense. He 
thought the only thing to consider is 
whether or not thia thing will bo in tho boat 
interests of Victoria, not whether or not tho 
private interests of (.>nc firm will be alfeeted. 
Ho did not think, however, that the (_'.1'.N. 
(Jo. could lose much by it, as quickening 
and cheapening transportation would in- 
crease tho travel. 

Ai.D. Hakkis said there were one or two 
things he wanted to find out, firstly, who 
are the company who propose to carry out 
this scheme. 

Till-; MavoI!— That ia one of tho things 
that we can't find out anything about. 

Ald. HAUiiiii continued that be wanted to 
bo informed whether or nut there is to bo u 
ferry for oars; and what is tho nature of the 
bill before the houec that the Council ia ask- 
i ed to uji[(rove of. There are aeveral points 



U\ij this upon which ha desired to bs in- 
formed. 

Ald. Stitles thought that boforo tho 
Council took up one-horso roil ways like thia 
they should deal with a scheme of muoh 
more importance to the city— the Canada 
Western railway. He advised that the 
matter be I&id ovor for a few days. 

Ai.D. HTTMruRKYS thought tho proposil 
by Aid. Munn one which everyone should 
support. Aa to the nature of thu bill, ho 
thought thu Government would see that 
that was all right. 

Ai.D. KiiiTii- Wilson said that sinoo tho 
last meeting of tho ijouncil he had given a 
great deal ol atten'ion to tho matter, but 
!iad altogether failuil to find out who are 
the men who pro[)08o to carry out tho 
scheme, Vicloriaua fcxpccc ut aomo time to 
have a tranaoontincntui road of their own, 
but what security ia thsro that this ia not a 
aoheiiio to checkmate that much to be do- 
aircd project. '! Ho thought it not well to 
go the Government about matters of which 
wo kuow nothing. A-] to tho proposed III - 
mile ferry, he had grave doubts aa to 
whether that ia a practicable proposition. 
Ho rather favored tho ameudnient in prefer- 
ence to tho resolution. 

Ai.D. Baic' i: thought no man could say 
that this Bchenio would not benefit the oity, 
and if the Council did anything to further 
it they would be doing aomothing very 
wise. Ho thought the Council should bo 
uniuiimoua on tbis matter. 

Ai.i). lli.'NN pointed out that tho city had 
nothing to lose by currying out his propoai- 
tiou and everything to gain. If it did not 
pay for a year or two it would be bound to 
pay eventually. 

Ai.o. HtT.uriir.KVs said tho protest to tho 
board came from .Mr. Rithet, the president), 
and not from tho C.P.N, company, many of 
wlioao ahareholdera bo know to be warndy 
in favor of the new lino. Ho thought nine 
men out of every ten in Victoria were in 
favor of it. 

Ald. Hahris suggested a public meeting 
to secure an expression of opinion. 

Ai.D. Munn thought this would be a 
capital idea, though tho Council could pass 
the resolution in the meantime. 

Ai.D LkDINOHA.M said he tlunmht the new 
connection would bo a great saving to Vic- 
toria, and would add to' tlie trade of tho 
oity. He had been told that Capt. Irving 
was in favor of this scheme before ho went 
East, because up to that time he feared 
competition from the C.P.B. It did appear, 
however, a bit hard to favor a subsidy 
which would discriminate against Mr. 
I\ithet who had shown great enterprise and 
had done ao very much for the oity, It 
udgbt bo that there waa something in con- 
nection with thu proposition now before the 
Council that did not appear upon tho sur- 
face which led .Mr. Kithet to ask the Coun- 
cil to oppose it, but if so ho should have 
made the Council aivare of it ao that they 
would not he acting in tho dark. While 
there was something to be aaid on both sides 
he would vote for the resolution. 

The amend oietit, and the resolution as 
amtiided, were adopted, Aid. Harris, Wilaon 
aud Styles voting nay. 

The Council then adjourned.

ot Pnbiic Works tlie Subject of an 
Address by Mr. iirown Last 
Evening. 



It Is CLeaiier and Moru Satisfactory 
for the Coiuimmity to Own 
its I'ublic Services. 

There was a very largo attendance at the 
meeting in tho City Hall last evening under 
the auspices of the Single Tux club when 
.Mr. J. C. Brown, M.P.P., of Westminster, 
delivered an address oa the corporate own- 
ership of electric light and railways. Mr. 
Howell, president of the club, occupied tho 
chair. 

>h-. Iirown disjlainied credit for the 
Westminster scheme owning tho oiiy 
lighting syateni, which was duo to gentle- 
men who were his colleagues at tho time 
West riunater a, i|aired herown electric light, 
lie did not me.m to di.-cusa thisiiueation Irom 
the atiuidpciiiit of a eiti/.en of Victoria, 
but intended to open the ball ao that Ihi: 
people might act uccording us their ueedj 
dictated. The abstract proposition woa that 
services operated for the coihinunily should 
be owned by ihem. For inatunce, a man 
living away from tho conununiiy cannot 
have certain things which he could other- 
wise have, ao that it would be aeon that the 
cominuuity unconsciously created aud sup- 
pliod mutual ueeiiH. There had hiicn a great 
dciil oftalk about the rnanagemeat ol civic 
atfairs, bub he believed th.tt a man in llie 
comiiuinity was entitled to a voice in 
tho inuuagement of public matters whether 
he oivos any real estate or not. 
The question generally asked was is it right 
that the oommuntty should own public 
works, and in the next place would they 
pay'; As to the question ot right, what ia 
right for the individual Is right for the com- 
munity, and he was glad to see that the 
legijlaiure was more and more recogniaiog 
this principle. 'Theso services are essen- 
tially in the nature of inonopoliea if con- 
trolled by private companies, anil therefore 
to protect the community they should bo 
conirollcd by it. .Matters touohiug the 
health, wealth and welfare of the community 
must not be confined to a question of 
whether or not it w ill pay to ruu them by 
tho conimuuiiy. The postal aervico 
of the Dominion was an absolutely essen- 
tial service, and therefore must be 
controlled by the (iovernnient to ensure 
this. The sjicaker alao illustrated the ques- 
tion of the water service of Westminster, 
which had been so l>ad that it became imper- 
atively necessary in the intereat of tho pub- 
lic health to improve the water supply. Tho 
coat took a largo amount yearly from the 
people, and would continue to do so; but 
tho iuiprovomnut in the public health had 
been so great that if the city were oll'ered a 
million dollars for tho ayHtem ho did not 
think there would he fifty votes cast in 
favor of ila disposal. Coming to tho ques- 
tidii of tho Wi stminster ligluiiig syatem, he 
Ijelieved it could be sold tii-ilay as n going

concern for a quarter of a million dollars. 
Tho amount charged to the general revenue 
for the service was twenty-five corns 
per light per night, or about gS.OOO 
per year for the streets. VVlth 
the Crevonue producing part, this leaves a 
profit of a little over $100 a month. Allow- 
ing- for thia profit the net cost to tho tax- 
payers was a ahadc over 'Joe. per night per 
lamp. In Vancouver the cost was -KJc. or 
•14c. per lamp per night; in Nanaimo the 
coat was 'Ale, or about 17c. more than 
Westminster. Tho two latter cities were 
lighted by private companies. In Victoria 
the cost in 189,'! was between .'iO and ',V2c. per 
night per lamp. In Victoria the city owned 
its street lighting, but uot tho revenue pro- 
ducing part. The contrast waa easily seen 
botwecu tho cit ies which ov.-ned their own 
system and tiioao lighted by private com- 
panies. The oity of Westminster now jiays 
•JOc. a street lamp per night, but when the 
system ia running its full capacity tho city 
would have its street and civic lights abso- 
lutely free of cost to the taxpayer, and will 
bo putting about $2,000 a year surplus into 
the oity treasury. Ha inaianceJ his 
own house regarding the cheapueas 
of the aervioefor private dwellinga when the 
cost was about $3.50 per month the year 
round. In tho atreots of Westminster they 
had aa much cunillo power aa in Vic'.oria, in 
fact Westminster was tho best lighted city 
in the province, and the ((uiility of lighting 
tiiere waa equivalent to one or two extra 
policemen. Then the question of control 
waa a decided advantage, and in tho ques- 
tion of civic owneraliip tho experience of 
Westminster and Victoria showed that we 
can gel these services cheaper than by pri- 
vate ov,-nersbip. One great advantage was 
that the lOut was gradually getting less, and 
would soon vaiiiah to come up on the other 
silica revenue producing service In the 
civic ownership tho pockets of the people 
wore looked after ; in tho casa of private 
ownership tho dividends of tho company 
were looked after. With regard to the ob- 
jections agoioat civic ownership, one waa 
that it was impoaaiblo to secure good man- 
agement. He poaitively did not believe 
this, and was strongly inclined to think 
that tho system of Victoria, so far »a be had 
seen it, was an iuatanco of good management. 
The real objection, liowever, waa that civic 
ownoraliip would limit tho oiiportuiiitiea of 
capital and bo conipelltd to put up with a 
smaller return. It would bo found, how- 
ever, that luiblic works required tho em- 
ployment ot cupital, and the speaker argued 
that the result of the syalom of corporate 
ownerahip would bo the enriching of the 
many, inatoud of a few individuals piling 
up iinincnae fortunes in a short time. 

Mr. W. G. Cameron moved the following 
reaolution : 

" Whereas, a loan by-law for tho exten- 
sion of the electric lighting of tho city ia 
now under conaideralion by tho gity coun- 
cil, and whereaa a petition hua been sent to 
tho city council recommending the letting 
out of tho lighting by contract, and 
whereas the Victoria 'Tramway and Light- 
ing Co. bus notified the City Council that 
they are prepared to contract for the city 
lighting ; and whereaa experience in other 
citiea haa proved that public and private 
lighting can bo done to greater advantage of 
tho criminuiiity if done by munioifialitiea ; 
tlier"l'ore be it resolved : I'lial this meeting 
is of tilt opinion that the electric light 
plant of the city should bo enlarged to such 
an extent as to enable tho corporation to 
provide light, not only for municipal, but 
also for private and business purposes. 

In support of this Mr. Cimeron said that 
considering the cost per lump, 'Victoria is 
getting pretty good service ; it is too email 
and is unaatisfactory on that account. He 
quoted some ligures in support of tho prin- 
ciple of tho city owning its own system. 

Ex Alderman Bragg aeconded the motion. 

Aid. Munn was called upon for a speech, 
but declined on tho ground that he was 
present in search of information, and not as 
a speaker. 

Tho resolution was carried unanimously, 
and Mr. Soaiffe, in referring to this unani- 
mity, moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Brown 
for his able address. The motion was sec- 
onded by Mr. Cohen, who regretted the ab- 
eenco of discussion on this subject, which 
in tho past haa been a difficult question to 
deal with. Ho waa aorry to see that either 
tbo Mayor and Council had grown so con- 
ceited that they thought they knew all 



about it, or else they wished to show their 
disregard for the subject. 

Mr. Brown returned thanks, and the 
meeting adjourned.
